But before I proceed, I ſhall beg leave to 
remark an Error of your's, which, when recti- 
fied, will ſet the Profit and Loſs of Great- 
Britain, according to your own Calculation, 
in a Light, conſiderably different from that, in

have calculated the Loſs of Great-Britain to

July laſt, to which Time only, you have cal- 
culated the Proſit of Great-Britain ; if then 
from * 10 53 500 J. the Value of 301 Ships, 
at 3 500 J. per Ship, you deduct 266000 J. the 

Value of 76 Ships; the Profit and Loſs of 
the Kingdom, according to your own Account, 
will ſtand thus, 7.

Thus, Sir, the Ballance by the Yar, on the 
23d of July laſt, inſtead of being “ 222,800 J. 
againſt us, according to your own Account, ap- 
_ pears to have been 43, 200 l. in our Favour. 

SPAIN, having contrary to the Faith of 
Treaties, perfidiouſly ſeized on the Houſes, 
SGoods, and Effects of our Merchants, at the 
breaking out of the War; it was neither for 
our Honour, or Intereſt, as a Trading Nation, 
to make Reprizals : I think it therefore unrea- 
ſonable to charge the + 50,000 J. (tho', perhaps, 
too much) at which you eſtimate that Loſs, to 
the Account of Profit and Loſs by the Mar; 
much leſs to the two firſt Years of it only; 
becauſe, ſhould the War laſt ten Years, that 
Loſs would not be increaſed, and there is a 
conſiderable Difference between adding 2 5,000/. 
fer Annum, to our Loſs by the War, or only 
55000 J. Thas is their Profit by Perfidy. Tis 
_ certainly a Loſs to the Merchants, but I can- 

not ſee, if the Miniſtry gave them timely No- 
tice to withdraw their Effects, who is blame- 
able for it, but themſelves, fince the precarious

When I conſider, that of theſe 295 Ships, 
above 70 were ſmall Brigantines, 23 return- 
ing from Newfoundland, 6 cutting Logwood in 
the Gulph of Honduras, 4 in Ballaſt, 3 ſmall 
Veſſels with Coals, and 1 going to Gibraltar 
with Recruits; I am inclined to believe you 
have eſtimated them much too high: For 
certainly above 100 of them, cannot be valued 
at 1000 J. each, and conſequently the Value 
of the Remainder will be raiſed to above 
4,783 J. each; which, I believe, every impar- 
tial Man will grant, is much more than their 
real Value : I will therefore eſtimate every Bri- 
tiſiß Ship, with her Cargo, taken or deſtroyed, 
at 3000 J. and then let us ſee how the Ac- 
count ſtands between Spain and us.

Having thus, Sir, impartially ſtated the 
Profit and Loſs of both Kingdoms by the War, 
I think tis evident, that the Ballance of it, is 
498, 300 J. in our Favour, inſtead of being, as 
you faid, 222,800 /. againſt us ; and that Spain 
is Loſer by it, 1,336,800 /. 

You will obſerve, that I have charged to 
the Profit of Great. Britain, only what we 
have got, and have made Spain Creditor to 
Toſs, for the Damage we have done 150 by 
which we have profited nothing 

As to the Article of Porto Bello, I believe 
the Braſs Guns alone, are worth more than 
12000 J. for which Reaſon, I have added 
6000 /. to that Article. 

The Princeſſa Man of War I have eſtimated 
at 20,000 J. becauſe I am informed, that her 
Hull alone was fold for I 5,000 J. and then 1 
believe you will not think her 68 Guns, and 
Stores, are eſtimated too high, at yoo . 
more. 

Although I have not charged the Damage 
we have done Spain, to the Profit of Great- 
Britain, yet I cannot agree with you, in think- 
ing that Man an * arrant Fool, who does ſo. 
The War was undertaken to oblige Spain, bß 
Arms, to make us Satisfaction for paſt Depre- 
dations, and ſecure us from the like for the fu- 
ture; whatever therefore, tends to that great 
End, is ſo far advantageous to Great-Britain,

and that the demoliſhing her Fortreſſes, and 
deſtroying her Shipping does, will evidently 
appear, by the following Caſe. 

A and Bwere Tradeſmen of the ſame, and 
the only ones of that Profeiſion, in the Town 
of C. each of theſe ſet up his Buſineſs with 
a Stock of 500 J. by which he gained 150 /. 
per Ann. which was a competent Subſiſtance 
for himſelf and Family: B. having gotten 
Effects of A's in his Hands, to the Value of 
50 J. not only refuſed to pay him for them, 
but afterwards cheated him of -100 /. more, 
by a Parcel of damaged Goods he fold him. 
A. having complained of this, and not being 
able to obtain any Satisfaction either by Re- 
monſtrances or Law, went into B's Shop, 
beat him, broke, tore, burnt, and deſtroyed 
all his Goods, and entirely ruined him, by 
which Means he enjoyed alone, the whole 
Trade of the Town, for ſeveral Years. Will 
any Man fay that A had not an ample Re- 
venge, and that the gaining 1 50 J. per Ann. 
for ſeveral Years, was not a full Satisfaction 
too? This, Sir, is exactly our Caſe, with 
regard to Spain; we, indeed, receive no im- 


mediate, Profit from the demoliſhing her 


Forts, &c. but the Commerce which we by 
that Means, carry on in their American Do- 
minions, will be a real and annual Pref to 
us, as long as the War continues. FD

That Kingdom, deſtitute both of Troops

I ſay, by France and Spain, becauſe 
not only Part of the Spaniſh Ships of War 
and Privateers are manned by French Sailors, 
but France has actually equipped a conſider- 
able Fleet, every Year, which tho' it did not 
declare for Spain, yet gave us juſt Umbrage ; 
and I a to you, if their _— a Fleet

to the Weſt-Indies, did not only oblige us to 
ſend a much greater Force, with Sir Chale- 
ner Ogle, than we ſhould otherwiſe have ſent, 
but contribute largely to the fatal Miſcarriage 
at Carthagena, by detaining Adm. Vernon, 
near a Month at Jamaica. 

Spain has now near Fifty ſtout Ships of the 
Line, beſides Frigates, &c. actually equipped; 
and France, upwards of Thirty, which is a 
Force ſuperior to any the united Crowns ever 
had at Sea, any one Year, during the laſt 
War. If then, we, who in that War, were 


aſſiſted by the Dutch Naval Force, have 


alone in this refiſted the Efforts of a greater 
Naval Power, than the united Fleets of the 
two Crowns were in the laſt War; I think 
we have no Reaſon to complain of the great 
Loſs of Ships in this preſent War ; becauſe 
'tis no way equal to that in the 4%. In the 
four firſt Years and half, or fifty four Months, 
of the /aſt War, we had ®, according to your 
own Account, 1146 Ships taken ; which 
is above twenty-one Ships per Month: Where- 
as two hundred and ninety-ſeven, taken in the 


twenty-eight firſt Months of this War, is not 


eleven. 

As ſeveral of our Convoys were defeated in 
the laſt War, and none have been in this; you 
deduct 50 Ships per Ann. from the Loſs of 


our Merchants by Privateers ; I believe tis

indifferent to them, whether their Ships are 
taken by Men of War or Privateers, and there- 


fore ſee no Reaſon for this Deduction. In 


the laſt Yar, we convoyed our Ships by large 
Squadrons, to protect them fram the Enemy's 
Fleets; in this, we have employed thaſe 


Squadrons, in blocking thoſe of our Enemies 
up in their Ports. Which is the better Me- 


thod, I ſhall not pretend to determine; 
but obſerve, that Ships convoyed by the moſt 


numerous Squadrons, may, by foul Weather, 
be diſperſed; and then, if our Enemies 


Sbips of War are left to range the Seas, muſt 
inevitably, many of them fall into their 
Hands; but, on the contrary, when blocked 
up in their Ports, a ſmall Frigate will ſuffice, 
to protect a large Fleet of Ships from the In- 


ſults of Privateers; and ſhould the Squadron, 


which blocks them up, be driven from its Station, 
_ *tis not probable that they would be able to put 
to Sea, and do any conſiderable Damage, before 
it might reaſſemble, and poſſibly intercept 
fome of them, before they returned to Port. 
The Reputation of Admiral Haddoch, is ſo

Objection can be made, either to the Vigilance | 
of that brave Admiral, or to the Care that has:

ce gliſp. We find it the Opinion of that 


great Man, that we ought not to quarrel with 
Spain, when France was her moſt inveterate 


Enemy; what would he have ſaid, had he 


ſeen us engaged in a War with her now, 


when ſhe is ſo ſtrictly allied to hat Kingdom, 


both by Intereſt and Inclination? We find 
alſo, rid ſhe took from us fifteen hundred 


Merchant Ships, in about four Years and a 


| hal}, which is above three hundred and thirty 


Snips per Ann. when neither her Naval Pow- 
er, or our Commerce, were near ſo conſider- 
able-as at preſent; and that in a War under 
the Direction of Cromwell, and when the 
French were our Allies. 

' You cannot deny our having opened to our

War, to a Trading Nation, will always be 
attended with great Loſs; that, by the En- 


creaſe of Freight and Inſurance, is inſeparable 
from it; this, thoſe Gentlemen, who were 
ſo deſirous of a War, ſhould have conſidered 
of, as well as of the total Suſpenſion of their 
Commerce with Old Spain. Whether the 
Profit ariſing to us, from our Trade with the 
Spaniſh Settlements in America, will over- 
ballance theſe Loſſes, or not, I cannot ſay; but 
however that be, if we complain, who have a 


free Trade with all the World, except Old 


Spain, what muſt the Spaniards do, who do 
not only lie under the fame, but much greater 
Inconveniences ? What will indemnify them 
for the Loſs they ſuſtain, not only by the to- 
tal Suſpenſion of their Commerce with Great- 


Britain, but almoſt with all Europe, and even 


with their own Colonies? It is not the Cap- 
. tures they have made from us, becauſe I have 
already ſhewn, that the Ballance is almoſt 
500,000 J. in our Favour. 


I am ſurprized you ſhould ſay, our Expence 


in maintaining 12,000 Daniſh and Heſſian 
Troops, is a National Loſs, to be imputed to 
our War with Spain. You, perhaps, will ſay, 
What have we to do with what paſſes on the

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Continent? Let the German Princes take Care 
of their own Intereſts. Whether it is our In- 
tereſt to ſupport the Houſe of Auſtria, or not, 
T ſhall not here diſcuſs, but ſhould rather think 
thoſe Troops were taken, and are ſtill kept in 
Pay, to ſapport that Houſe. 
It may poſſibly be asked, If theſe Troops 
were taken into Pay for the Service of the 
Queen of Hungary, why did they not march 
to her Aſſiſtance? To this I anſwer, that by 
Joining with his Majeſty's Hanoverian Forces, 
they were as ſerviceable to her, as if they did, 
in obliging the King of Pruſſia to form a nu- 
merous Army of Obſervation, which. would o- 
therwiſe have been employed againſt her in 


Stefan. 
To this I could, if it were neceſſary, add 


another Reaſon, that it was to attach thoſe 
Princes to our Intereſt, by a Subſidy Treaty, 
and thereby prevent the French from doing 1 it, 
who made the fame Attempt. | 
T was no great Difficulty for the late King 
William, to form the Alliance he did; the In- 
perial Throne was then filled, and no Appear- 
ance of Failure of Male Iſſue; Spain divided 
againſt itſelf, was governed by a young Prince, 
ſcarce ſeated on his tottering Throne. By the 
unexpected Death of the late Emperor, the 
Scene is changed; Germany is now without a 
Head, and its principal Members dividing the 
Hereditary Dominions of the Houſe of Auf ria,

on his Throne, and that Monarchy, though 
diſmember'd, by the Form of Government 
which he has introduced, much more formi- 
dable now, than when entire, Sweden, by 
the Inſtigation of France, is endeavouring to 
recover from Ruſſia, the Provinces ſhe loſt in 
the laſt War; with whom then is this Alliance 
to be formed? Will the Dutch, Danes, or Sar- 

dinians, dare to join with, Great-Britain to op- 
_ poſe the Deſigns not only of the Houſe of 
Bourbon, but even of the greateſt Part of Ger- 
many? And if we ſhould throw the Kingdom 
of Portugal into the Scale, will it add much 
| Weight to it? We muſt wait the Event of 
Things; Time will ſhew the German Princes 
their true Intereſt ; and that France, by this 
Partition of the Auſtrian Dominions, only fol- 
lows her Cabinet Device, Decipe, Divide, & 
Impera. „ 

I I ſhall next examine the two firſt Reaſons 
you aſſign, For our not being able to get a 
* ſufficient Number of Men to man ſuch 
* a Number of Ships of War as were 
*« neceſlary for the Defence of our Dominions 
«© at home and abroad, and for the Protecti- 
**,0n of our Trade by Cruiſers and Convoys.” 
The firſt is the Il Treatment our Sailors have 
met with for ſeveral Years paſt, Pray what 
Ill Treatment Are there any Seamen in the 
Univerſe fo well fed, and ſo well paid, as ours? 
Are there any have greater Encouragement to 
enter into the Service, or are more comfortably 
provided for, when diſabled or worn out in it? 


Are 
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Are there any have greater Encouragement 
with Regard to Captures? Is it that they are 
forced into the Service ? Was 1t not the ſame 
in the Reigns of King William and Queen Ann, 
when they had not the Encouragement they 
have now? Tis Neceflity, not Choice, forces 
the Government to this. I would have thoſe 
brave Fellows, who are undoubtedly the Bul- 
wark of this Nation, and Source of its Riches, 
have all the Encouragement that is conſiſtent 
with the Publick Good, and am fatisfied the 
Government has the tendereſt Regard for them, 
and will, if they have any real Grievance to 
complain of, upon proper Application, redreſs 
it: for whatever may be ſuggeſted to the con- 
trary, nothing is more notorious, than that the 
Britiſh Seamen have not only fuch Encourage- 
ment as will enable them to live comfortably ; 
but which ought to make them highly prefer 
the Service of their own Country, to, that of 
any other. . ä 
The ſecond Reaſon you aſſign, is, That we 
began too ſoon to raiſe Recruits and new Regi- 
ments for the Land Service. If I miſtake not, 
the Number of our ſtanding Forces at the Pro- 
clamation for Repriſals, was 26,000 Men, of 
which Number 8000 were abſolutely neceſſary 
for the Garriſons of Gibraltar and Port Ma- 
hon. Would it have been prudent to have ſent 
a large Detachment of the Remainder to the 
Weſt-Indies, and have left the Kingdom na- 
ked ? And if we had ſent a ſmall one, what 
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would it have ſignify'd ? Oh! but you will 
fay, our Fleet is our Defence. True, Sir, if 
you will undertake to command the Winds. 
But what if they ſhould lock our Fleet up in 
Port, and favour our Enemies to land 15 or 
20,000 native 1r:/þ, with Arms, &c. in that 
Kingdom ? Would it not coſt us more to drive 
them out again, than the War with Spain has 
coſt us? And ſhould we not loſe more by 
their Ravages in that Kingdom, than we have 
done by the Spaniſh Privateers? You ſay both 
France and Spain menaced us with an Inva- 
ſion. *Tis Opportunity makes the Ti 519%. If 
they did not execute their Menaces, tis be- 
cauſe they ſaw us well provided to receive 
them ; but if the Kingdom had been drained 
of its regular Troops, tis more than probable 
they would have attempted the Execution of 
them ; and then there would have been juſt 
Reaſon for a Parliamentary Enquiry into the 
Conduct of the War. Could we intercept any 
one of the Convoys the French ſent into Tre- 
land, in the Reign of King William? Was it 
not owing to the Winds detaining * Monfiear 
de Fourbin three or four Days in Dunkirk 
Road, that we eſcaped an Invaſion in the 
Reign of Queen Ann ? And was it not owing 
to the Winds diſperſing the Spaniſh Fleet in the 
Year 1718, that we 2 a ſecond Time?

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Did “ not the ſame eaſtern Wind, that wafted 


over the Dutch Fleet, when the glorious King

I am no Maſter of the Science of Defence, 
but know, that its firſt Principle is, to be on 
your own Guard, before you attempt to offend 

Enemy. Tis not neceſſary for France or 
Spain, to make the ſame Preparations to invade 
Ireland, that we muſt do to invade them; 
they have many Veteran Regiments of that Na- 
tion in their Service, commanded by ſome of 
the beſt Officers of this Age, many of whoſe 


Anceſtors have been deſpoiled of their Eſtates 


in that Kingdom, and would find but too 
many Friends there: But what Friends 
ſhould we find in France or Spain, or what 
Troops have we of either of thoſe Nations in 
our Pay? Were it neceſſary to embark a large 
Body of Horſe, we could not be invaded with- 
out timely Notice to prepare for our Defence 
at home, and ſend out a Fleet to intercept. 
or block up theirs ; but as that is not neceſſary, 
if we had Intelligence of their Deſign to in- 
vade us, and were to block up that Port, yet 
Arms, Artillery, Saddles, Bridles, &c. may 
be put on board, and a Body of Foot em- 


bark at an Hour's Warning, whenever our

Fleet ſhould by foul Weather, either be 
diſperſed or driven from its Station. Hav- 
ing not heard any Reaſon aſſigned, why a Car- 
tel is not yet ſettled for the Exchange of Pri- 

ſoners, I ſhall not preſume to give one. The 

unhappy Situation of our Seamen, who are 
Priſoners of War, is certainly very much to 
be lamented; but whether their not being 
yet exchanged is a National Loſs, I cannot, 
eaſily determine; when I conſider that Great 
Britain has near ten Times the Number of. 
Seamen that Spain has, I am, apt to think, 
ſhe muſt feel more ſenſibly the Want of 3 or.
